Flanking Movement of 
Russians May Lead to 
General Retirement 


Present Operations Look Like Bringing General Brusiloff Across 
The Zlota Lipa Line Me Failed To Break In Onslaught Of July 
1--Progress Interrupted In Foothills Of Oarpathians—Aerial 
Activity On British Front Near Belgian Coast And West Of 
Queant—Ten German Machines Driven Down, 


(By Morning Bulletin Leased Wire) 

LONDON, July 12.—Another step in the outflanking of the 
‘Austro-German armies protecting Lemberg on the cast has been 
achieved by the Russians, who have crossed the river Lomnica and 
have captured Kalusz. Beyond the Lorinica and south of the Dnies- 
ter, west of Haliez, General Korniloff’s advance continues, 

When the Russians ovcupied Kalusk, after forcing a passage of 
the Lomnica, they had advanced twenty miles northwestward from 
Stanislau in five days! In the same time the eighth Russian army 
took Halicz and crossed the Dniester there and began an advance be- 
tween Stanislau and Bohorodazany. A great wedge has been torn in 
the Austro-German line south of the Dniester and the army headquar- 


ters in that region was occupied in the taking of Kalusz. 

The taking of Halicz Tuesday was a threat against the Austro-German 
line northward through Brzezany along the Zlota Lipa and the crossing of the 
Lomnica and an advance beyond Isabelow to the security of the line protect- 
ing Lemberg. Should the Russian advance west of Stanisiau continue un- 
checked and should the Russian forces be thrown across the Dniester in the 
region of Halicz, the Zlota-Lipa line, unbroken by the Russian onslaught of 
July 1, would be turned, making a general retirement inevitable, 

On the southern end of the Stanisia front, which is the foothills of the 
Carpathians, the Russians are not advancing as rapidly as on the northern 
end. The enemy is taking advantage of the hilly country and has checked 
momentarily attacks west ®f Bohorodtany. 

In France the British have driven off German raiding parties near the 
Belgian coast and west of Queant, southeast of Arras, The aerial activity on 
this portion of the front has been more pronounced and ten German airplanes 
were driven down, six out of control, by British airmen, three of whom 
failed to return to their base. 

Behind the German line near the coast of Flanders British airmen have 
attacked military objects causing fires and explosions.

Tug Bombed and Sunk 


LONDON, July 12.—An announce- 
ment issued tonight by the British Ad- 
milarty says that “in the course of at- 
tacks on enemy positions on the Gali- 
poll peninsula a naval airplane sunk 
a tug lying off Chahak.” 

PARIS, July 12.—The official com- 
munication issued by the war office to- 
night reads: 

“The day was quiet except in the 
region of Ailles, Pantheon and Moron- 
villiers, where the artillery on both 
sides was quite active. The enemy 
fired about a hundred shells on Relig. 


Hand to Hand Fighting 


“Belgian communication: ‘During 
the night a detachment dispatched in 
the direction of the road between Dix- 
mude and Woumen encountered an 
enemy party; there ensued a violent 
hand to hand engagement. The Ger- 


mans suffered serious losses and left’ 


three prisoners in our hands, Today 
our trenches and roads of communi- 
cation were shelled, principally in the 
direction of Dixmude. We counter- 
shelled the enemy batteries. There 
was a light bombardment in the re- 
gion of Het Sas.’ 

“Eastern theatre, July 11.—British 
aviators bombarded the station at An- 
gista, thirty kilometres east of Seres, 
There were patrol encounters and can- 
nonading on the Vardar front. A 
German captain and pilot, manning 
an enemy machine, captured yester- 
day, were made prisoner.”

pose. We also pledge our support to 
the government in an effort to intel- 
ligently and prudently carry into ef- 
fect the conscription of men for this 
purpose, but in connection with, and 
at the same time as that effort is 
made, we insist that the government 
put into effect a systematic, just and 
equitable scheme of conscription of 
the wealth of the whole country.

First Fruit Of The Mesopotamia 
Report—Other Developments 
Are Expected. 


(By Morning Bulletin Leased Wire) 

LONDON, July 12,—The announce- 
ment of the resignation of J. Austen 
Chamberlain, secretary of state for 
India, which is the first fruit of the 
Mesopotamia commission's report, lent 
a dramatic touch to the debate on that 
report in parliament today. It was 
also announced that Baron Hardinge, 
former viceroy of India, and now un- 
der secretary for foreign affairs, had 
thrice offered to resign, but that Mr. 
Balfour, the forelgn secretary, had 
declined to accept his resignation. 

Nothing is known as to whether 
other resignations are pending, but it 
is considered quite possible that fur- 
ther developments may occur on the 
return of the King to the capital. It 
is thought that Premier Lloyd-George 
and Mr, Chamberlain’s colleagues have 
done their best to persuade him to 
withdraw his resignation, but without 
avail. Great sympathy is felt for Mr. 
Chamberlain, who is regarded as the 
victim of the peculiar Indian adminis- 
trative system. 

Mr. Chamberlain made thé an- 
nouncement hii dn. the house,-is. a 
speech defending his positon as affect- 
d by the commision’s report. je re- 
port has proved a severe blow to the 
government, which had to make a 
further concession to popular xesent- 
ment. 


STRONG SPEAKING AT 
ORANGE GATHERING 
IN TORONTO PARK 


Great Crowd Takes Part In The 
Twelfth Anniversary 
Demonstration. 


(By Morning Bulletin Leased Wire) 

TORONTO, July 12.—At a_ great 
gathering of Orangemen in the Exhi- 
bidion Park this afternoon, following 
their big 12th of July parade this 
morning, when ten thousand men, wo- 
men and children gathered to hear the 
speeches and follow the sports, resolu- 
tions dealing with the present crisis in 
the affairs of the dominion were car- 
ried. One of thees referred to the fail- 
ure of Sir Wilfrid Laurier to accept 
coalition with the Conservatives in a 
national eovernment and also the op- 
position of French-Canadian members 
and some English-speaking members 
of parliament, to the government's 
military service bill. The first reso- 
lution stated that this was with the ob- 
ject of returning Sir Wilfrid and his 
followers to power and that the 
Orangemen declare their determina- 
tion, while being willing to share with 
their French-Canadian fellow subjects 
equal rights, but no more, never to 
permit French-Canadian domination 
in Canadian national affairs, 


PEKIN SURROUNDED 
BY 60,000 TROOPS 


To Prevent Escape Of Imperi- 
alistic Leader, General 
Chang Hsun. 


LONDON, July 12.,—Pekin is sur- 
rounded by 60,000 Republican troops 
with 70 heavy guns, says an Exchange 
Telegraph despatch from Tien Tsin, 
dated yesterday. This force renders 
the escape from the capital, of Gen- 
eral Chang Hsun,. the Imperialistic 
leader, impossible. Chang's soldiers 
are reported to be entrenching them- 
selves in the imperial city. Mediators 
apparently had been unable to ar- 
range terms between the Republicans 
and Imperialists up to the time the 
despatch was filed. 


SENTENCED TO BE HUNG 
WINNIPEG, Man., July 12,—Oscar 
Robidoux, «charged with the murder 
of Henri Roch, a medicine peddler, 
was found guilty of murder this after- 
noon and sentenced to be hanged on 
October 17. 


BRAZIL AND COFFEE 
RIO JANEIRO, July 12,—The Brit- 
ish government has proposed to Bra- 
zil, through the ministry at London, a 
plan under which exportation of Bra- 
ailian coffee to England may be re- 
sumed, 


KING OF HEJAZ ACTIVE 

LONDON, July 12.—Although little 
hao ‘been heard of him recently it 
develops that the “King of the He- 
jaz." the former grand sheriff of 
Mecca, has been continuing hig activ- 
ity in Aradia, This Arab leader, who 
assumed his royal title by virtue of 
the sway he secured over the exten- 
sive Hejaz region along the Red Sea, 
has been in revolt against the Turke

Hon. Arthur Meighen after some 
discussion said that it might be as 
well to have a smaller fine than $100 
for offenses that were not serious, He 
thereupon agreed that the minimum 
should be reduced from $100 to $10, 

Prevention of Criticism 

In connection with the provision 
for imprisonment for a term of from 
one to five years in the case of per- 
sons who do anything to embarrass 
the government in the administration 
of the law, it was argued by opposi- 
tion members that a man would be 
liable to punishment for criticizing 
the minister of justice or the govern- 
ment. 

Hon. C. J. Doherty told the house 
that he had something to do with the 
framing of this sub-section and that 
nothing was further froin his mind 
that the prevention of criticism of 
himself or the administration, 

Hon. Frank Oliver asserted that 
the proposal was a deliberate attempt 
to deprive the people of Canada of a 
portion of their liberty, While agree- 
ing entirely with the view that steps 
should be taken to secure the enforce 


ment and respect for the law, the 
government was assuming a _ grave 
responsibility in Iimiting the right 


to free speech and free discussion, He 
argued that the Dominion censorship 
had been conducted along such lines 
as to make one fear that the right of 
free discussion might be interfered 
with by this bill. 

Minister Declines 

The minister of justice, in declin- 
ing to make provision for a less se- 
vere minimum punishment, said that 
the purpose of the provision was to 

revent as well as to punish an of- 

ense which should merit condign 
punishment. Later the clause was 
passed on the understanding that the 
suggestion that no action should be 
taken without the consent of the de- 
partment of justice would be consld- 
ered after the prime minister had de- 
clared that it was not proposed to 
prevent legitimate critisism, but to

PLENTY OF FOOD ON 
HAND; PRICES MAY 
SOON TAKE DROP 


Ottawa, July 12—A statement show- 
ing the quantities of meats, eggs and 
dairy products held by cold storage 
companies in Canada on July 1 last, 
has been issued by the acting commis- 
sioner of the cost of living, The state- 
ment is based upon réturns sent in by 
two-thirds of the companies of Can- 
ada showing the amounts of goods 
which are their own property and the 
stock held for others,

The acting commissioner points out 
that similar statistical data recently 
showed In the United States an in- 
crease in beef of 59 per cent, over 
1916, a very small increase of holdings 
of pork, an increase of 17 pei cent, in 
holdings of butter and an inerease of 
only one per cent, in eggs, Comment- 
Ing on the Canadian figures, he says 
the Increased holdings of butter, eggs 
and pork are justified on the basis of 
an equivalent increase of sales since 
1916, but that the increase of holdings 
in beef, ham, bacon, mutton and lamb 
are not justifiable, and that they are 
speculative. Accordingly, he says, the 
prices of these commodities should 
forthwith drop.

TWO MEMBERS 
FROM ALBERTA 
ON DRAFT BOARD 


Ottawa, July 12—After a few pre- 
liminaries consideration of the mili- 
tary service act was resumed in com- 
mittee by the House of Commons to- 
day. 

Hon, Arthur Meighen tald that the 
suggestion of the government in re- 
gard to tye choice of a board of se- 
lection, to be chosen by the house and 
the senate to nominate cne member 
of each local board, is that it should 
consist of four members from ‘Ontario, 
four from Quebec and two from each 
of other provinces. The board to in- 
clude members of the House and Sen- 
ate and outsiders, 

Sir Wilfrid Laurier expressed a 
reference for both members of each 
ocal tribunals being appointed by the 

judiciary. He pointed out that in the 

event of vacancies occurring they 

could only be filled by a joint resolu- 

tion of the two houses, A 
Liable to Imprisonment. 

Mr. Meighen submitted an amend- 
ment which provided that judges or 
others who refuse to act on boards 
shall be Hable to imprisonment for a 
period of not more than two years or 
less than three months, unless formal- 
ly released in writing,

ment would be Hable to serve 

Mr. Proulx suggested cheir disquall* 
fication in case of failure to act,

“The great feature of the exhibi- 
tion to me,” said Mr, Fraser to The 
Bulletin lest night, “is the outstanding 
indivdiual exhibit in all lines of home. 
bred stock, For example, there is the 
Percheron entries of George Lane, 
whose hoine-bred horses are the equa) 
in every way to the fine animals he 
has imported from France. The same 
thing may be sald of the other heavy 
horses, especially of that of the grand 
Clydesdale showing of home-breds. In 
fact, the same is borne out in all the 
horse classes, our home breeders in 
the three western provinces especial- 
ly, as well as from Ontario, standing 
well to the front. 

“And when we turn ‘> tho cattle, 
sheep and swine the home-bred tni- 
mals are sinrply superb. For example, 
there is John Barron, of Carberry, 
Man., amongst the oldest and best 
known breeders of the west. His 
herd of shorthorns, which won chief 
laurele at Calgary, is the equal of al- 
most anything on the _ continent. 
When it is realized that this herd is 
almost entirely of Mr. Barron's. breed- 
ing, we realize something of the pos- 
sibilities of our western province. 
The noted Angus herd @ J. D. Mac- 
Gregor is in the same class, Com- 
ment is not needed on the auality of 
this herd, since its superiority has 
been established by signal successes 
as those of the championships at the 
Chicago international exnibition with 
Manitoba bred and finished animals. 
From the same province comes, the 
well established herd of » A. Chap- 
man of Hayfield, chiefly built up by 
his own breeding, and which ranks to- 
day amongst the best exhibited in any 
show ring. The great ‘herds of 
Frank Collicutt of Calgary and G. B. 
Girvin, Sask., most of which have 
been bred by themselves, are other 
outstanding instances, the herd of

TRIAL OF MOKE FOR MURDER OF 
LAMEY BEGINS AT PEACE RIVER 
BEFORE MR. JUSTICE STUART 


Eight Witnesses Called By Crown—Evidence Of Ill.Feeling Between 
Accused And Deceased—Stated That Moke Said He Would Shoot 
ag, —Hon, A, G. MacKay Appears For Defence; H. H, Parlet 

or Crown. 


(Special to The Bulletin) 

PEACE RIVER, Alta, July 12.— 
The trial of Donald Moke, who is 
charged with the murder of Louis La- 
mey, which is alleged to have occurred 
about the last of December, opebed at 
Peace River today, in the Empire 
theatre, Hon. A G, MacKay, K. C., ap- 
pearing for the defence and H. H. Par- 
lee, K.C., for the crown. Mr. Justice 
Stuart, of Calgary, presided. 

The crown called eight witnoasses, 
the first being Guy B. Wells, who iden- 
Ufied the rifle produced in court and 
admitted into evidence as formerly be- 
longing to Louis Lamey, 

Identifies Watch. 

Odilin Oliver, a former trapping 
partner of g.amey’s, iden@fied a watch 
that Moke had In his possession as 
that owned by the deceased, 

Duncan McGregor, another trapper, 
corroborated the story about the 
watch, eaying that he thotght about 
last January he had seen Moke with 
Lamey’s watch, 

When cross-examined by Mr. Mac- 
Kay with reference to the guns in the 
cabin where Moke and Lamey lived, 
he said there were two guns, one be- 
ing useless. About the first of De- 
cember Moke told McGregor that La- 
mey had thrown him down and chok- 
ed him. He also made him do tne 
heavy end of the work and scolded 
him continually. McGregor adv@ed 
him’ take the furs, divide them and 
se’ .1em_ and then quit him, 

Would Shoot Lamey. 

Moke also told this witness that he 
would ehoot Lamey in the back. Mce- 
Gregor told him if he did that, he'd 
hang, sure. 

Witness stated that Moke was a boy 
of a mild dispositicn and not a fight- 
ing character, but that he was green 
at the trapping business. He knew 
that Moke was only eighteen, while 
Lamey, he judged, was 36 or 37. 

George Weir, McGregor’s trapping 
partner, told briefly that Lamey’s 
rapping line was agouple of miles be- 
‘ow theirs; that 1 October he had 
first seen Moke and at that time he 
had helped Lamey to bulld a cabin in 
the Buffalo Lake district and that in 
return Lamey cut hay and helped cut 
a trail. Moke also told this witness 
that Lamey had bossed him, but Weir 
said they had always got along all 
right in his presence. On Christmas 
night he remembered Lamey teaching 
young Moke how to skin a red fox.

tons; increase this year, 32,138 tons, 
which is equal to 189 per cent. 

It ig apparent that some consumers 
are fully seized of the Importance of 
putting fn their fall and winter coal 
requirements as early this season as 
possible. All consumers who can do 
so should fill their coal bins between 
now and September list, instead of 
waiting until the grain crop begins to 
move. Many consumers in the past 
have neglected to buy their coal un- 
til compelled to do so by weather 
conditions. This class are known as 
the “scramblers.”” They procrastinate 
until the last moment and then join 
in the “grand scramble” for fuel dur- 
ng the fall or winter months, when 
the mines are working to capacity, 
is are also the railways in moving the 
grain crop. 

The period of extreme weather con- 
ditions, which may be reasonably ex- 
pected any time after December, is 
not the time to be ordering coal, It 
should be in the bins ready .to burn. 
It Is said that In the city of Winnipeg 
many householders have been dili- 
gently filling their bins during the 
past two months and every person in 
the three prairie provinces should im- 
mediately set about putting in their 
winter's fuel supply.

Walter Hume Long

He came most 
Prominently before the public as chief 
secretary for Ireland. When the war 
broke out Long was called upon to 
devote his great talents to the cause 
of victory for the Allies. He served in 
the coalition cabinet under Premier 
Asquith, When David Lloyd George 
became premier Long was given other 
Important work to do. The right hon- 
orable gentleman is a great cricket 
Player and has hunted in many parts 
of the world,

ANOTHER POINT 
IN TEUTON LINE 
WOW BY RUSSIANS 


Advance of Brusiloff Spreads 
From Tamopol to Oar. 
pathians 


Petrograd, July 12—The Rus- 
sians have captured Kalusz, the 
headquarters of the enemy in Ga- 
licia, after severe fighting. Ac- 
cording to information received 
at the ministry of war, Russian 
troops are continuing the success- 
ful advance and have taken a 
large number of prisoners. 

Kalusz is a city of about 8,000 
population, 28 miles southeast of 
Stry. Yesterday the Russians had 
reached the Posiecz-Lesiuvka line 
south and west of Stanislau, the 
central point of this line is Lesiuv- 
ka, four miles, west of the river 
Bystritza, It ts about seven miles 
east of Kalusz, the nearest large 
town west of Stanislau, and which 
is situated in a bend in the Stoka 
river, 

In the capture of Kalusz and 
Halicz the Russians’ revolution- 
ary army have reached objectives 
fought for so stubbornly but with- 
out success by General Brusiloff’s 
forces of last summer in a long 
and arduous campaign. This 
means the definite piercing of the 
Austro-German lines on a broad 
front, and not merely a local pene- 
tration, which was accomplished 
by the first Russian victory west 
of Tarnopol. 


In the Carpathians 


The activity of the Russian armies 
has now spread from Tarnopol to the 
Carpathians and they are steadily 
pushing forward on a continuous frout 
more than one hundred miled long. 
General Brusiloff apparently benefiting 
from last year’s experience in his at- 
tempts on Halicz from the north, from 
which side last summer's campaign 
proved it almost impregnable, planned 
the southern drive along the road to 
Dolina so brilliantly executed by Gen- 
eral Korniloff, This appeared to be 
line of least resistance, and Halicz wag 
easily taken from the rear. The strate- 
gic resulta of the occupation of Halicz 
are obvious. Lemberg is now open to 
attack from Halicz. 't is also likely 
that the Austrian line, which has long 
been based on the Gnila Lipa river, 
will be forced to retire and as the 
Russian movement develops tn the dir- 
ection of Lemberg it is sure to have an 
effect on the situation in the Kovel- 
Viadimir-Volynski region, 


Chances for Lemberg 

Since the Russian advance in Aug- 
ust, 1914, when the capture of Lem- 
berg followed swiftly on the taking of 
Halicz, it has been the popular theory 
that Lemberg canicl long be held 
after Halicz has fallen, but the de- 
fense of Lemberg, according to the 
view of a majority of the military 
critics, depends on the ability of Ger- 
many to bring up reserves quickly. 
The railway route from Lemberg 
through Bolecheff and Dolina is cir- 
cultous and slow and will become un- 
feasible with further Russian progress 
along the Dolina road and it will be 
impossible to transfer troops from the 
Brzezany region, since the enemy can- 
not afford to weaken that part of the 
front in view of the Russfan presure 
there, 

The military writers, therefore, cone 
clude that there is an excellent chance 
for the Russians to-capture Lemberg 
inthe near future,

Spies Everywhere 


The Germans have made use of 
neutrals for spying purposes to such 
an extent that today every person ar- 
riving in the United States from 
abroad, whether that person be a 
passenger aboard ship or a member 
of the ship's crew, is carefully watch- 
ed after he or 6he lands, Tho allies, 
ingluding the United States, have suf- 
fered much more from the work _ of 
spies than have the Germans, The 
latter had their saents “planted” Ph 
the various countries long before the 
war. Some of these sples became citl- 
zens of the country in which they car- 
ried on thelr work. Vodaaeay 
there have been English and Frenc 
spies in Germany before the’ war. 
Every nation has sought to find out 
what the other nations were doing, 
particularly in a military way, but 
none of them ever went to the lengths 
that the German government ald. 
Formerly when war broke out it was 
the military spy’s duty to don the uni- 
form of the country in which he was 
operating, and he usually worked un- 
til he wae caught—and shot. Foreign 
spies in Germany didn't have very 
much chance when the great «onflict 
was let loose in the late summer of 
1914. To the surprise of the whole 
world, German troops appeared in 
uniforms which had never been heard 
of, which German officers themselves 
didn’t even know of until war was de- 
clared. This was the “field grey” uni- 
form. Naturally a spy under these 
conditions was doomed from the very 
beginning. It happened that a num- 
ber of them were in Germany in Aug- 
ust, 1914, and when war was d+clared 
they put on the usual German uni- 
form, procured for the eyentunlity be- 
forehand, As soon as they anpeared 
on the streets they were simply picked 
up and taken away to be shot, for all 
the German soldiers were in “field 
grey’; there was no other uniform. 
And now Uncle Sa mis watching the 
incoming neutrals, partizularly the 
sailors and captains of vessels. This 
vigilance has been called forth by the 
recent discovery that ne.tral captains 
were making more than a comfortable 
income on the side by selling informa- 
tion of the movement of vessels to 
Germany.

As Canada is departing now 
from the policy of voluntary en- 
listment for the army, we should 
also depart from the policy of 
raising war funds by voluntary 
subscription. To conscript a man 
for military service but to leave 
his family dependent upon volun- 
tary donations to a benefit fund, 
would be an outrageous injustice 
upon the people concerned, and a 
piece of national folly to boot. 
Compulsory service and voluntary 
taxation would be an amazing as- 
sociation of contradictory princi- 
ples. If one man’s life is to be 
conscripted, surely another man’s 
wealth should be conscripted to 
the extent of his just proportion 
of the cost of supporting the con- 
script’s family, The Patriotic 
Fund should be raised by taxation, 
and that under the authority of 
the Dominion Government, whose 
business it is to carry on the war. 


The destruction of garbage to- 
day should mean the destruction 
of very little that is fit for food 
for hogs. If it would mean that, 

| then the contents of the garbage 
' cans prove that we have not risen 
to their duty in the matter of 
house-hold economy. Most of the 
garbage that a pig can-be persuad- 
ed to eat consists of food that was 
quite good enough for people to 
eat if it had been consumed at the 
right time.

As 
a means to prevent the conse- 
quences of conscription falling up- 
on production it is delusive, The 
shortage of farm labor in Canada

the places of the enlisted men, 
The net result of the readjustment 
is that the farms are short of 
workers and that munition work 
is being done by men who have 
abandoned work at which they 
were skilled to learn work to 
which they were strangers. , That 
readjustment, unavoidable under 
the circumstances has neither 
saved production from being les- 
sened by the withdrawal of farm 
workers, nor has it made for high- 
er efficiency in the munition 
plants. We must make up our

Moves in a Game. 
From the Sydney, N.S., Record: 

In a recent issue of L'Evanment, the 
foremost French-Canadian newspaper 
supporting the Ottawa govefnment, 
emphasis is laid upon the point made 
by Hon, Arthur Meighen in the House 
of Commons that the application of 
the proposed conscription law would 
be less felt in Quebec than in any 
other province. ‘Bravo, Mr. Meighen,” 
the paper exclaims, and goes on to 
cite reasons supporting the argument 
made by the solicitor general. 

About the same time that, L'Even- 
ment’s article appeared Henri Bour- 
assa, the Nationalist chieftain, dis- 
cussed the conscription question at a 
meeting in Montreal. Among the 
points which he sought to make was 
that were the Borden government de- 
feated and the Léberals returned to 
power a conscription law of wider ap- 
plication than is now proposed by Sir 
Robert. Borden would be piaced oh the 
statute books. Mr, Bourassa found 
ground for this assertion in tthe fact 
that Hon, Frank Oliver, who seconded 
the Laurier proposal that’a referen- 
dum be taken, had declared himself 
an out-and-out conscripiionist and un- 
rebuked by his leader had argued that 
the Borden bill would not meet the 
needs of the situation. 

It is the old game again. Mr. Meig- 
hen and L’Evenment assure the peo- 
ple of Quebec that they will be better 
treated than the people of other pro- 
vinces if the Borden measure becomes 
law; Mr. Bourassa assures the people 
of Quebec that the Liberals would en- 
act a more drastic law than the pres- 
ent ministry if opportunity offered; in 
English-speaking provinees the gov- 
ernment endeavors to make the peo- 
ple believe that the Borden bill is in- 
tended to compel Quebee to do its 
duty and endeavors also to cast doubts 
upon the oft-proven patriotism of Sir 
Wilfrid Laurier.

Last Day For Horse Races At Fair Brings Big Bill Includi 


Races 


Left Over From Previous Afternoon—Number Of 8 es 
Are Pulled Off During The Afternoon. 


"Get-away day” is usually marked 
by the big percentage of long shot 
winners, and yesterday at the exhi- 
bition races was no exception to the 
custom, which is as old as the modern 
racetrack, While the favorites in a 
number of races had things to them- 
selves there were several notable ex- 
ceptions, and as a result some lucky 
“long-shotters” made good money on 
their selections. 

There was a big. day's program, in- 
cluding three heats in harness events 
carried over from the previous day 
and eight events on the regular card. 
The program was rushed through, 
however, and the entire card was 
well cleaned before 6 o'clock. 

The first complaints of the week 
arose yesterday with reference to the 
pari-mutuels, and there was consid- 
erable objection made when all bets 
were called off in one harness race 
because of mistakes in issulng paste- 
boards from the machines.e In this 
race, the final heat of the 2:15—2:10, 
the winner of the previous heat, Rose 
Directum, had been distanced owing 
to a wheel of his sulky coming off at 
the three-eighths post. The driver 
managed to come down to the pad- 
dock with one hub on the ground and 
reached the stable with both himself 
and horse uninjured. 

In the 2:25 pace—2:20 trot, carried 
over from Wednesday, Calgary Ear! 
went to the start as favorite, but got 
only fifth position,, T. R. McGregor, 
with two fourths in the earlier heats, 
coming first and paying $22.20-and

place,

Dick Mayburn captured “the first 
two heats of the free-for-all over the 
favorite, Thée Black Bass, who got the 
third. 

There was a surfeit of running

Bassano Boy, with most of the 
money behind him, took the six and 
one-half furlongs. Gerds and Merry 
Marquis were neck and neck for sec- 
ond. The judges said Gerds, and 
Gerds it wae.

Tristie won, with 
Marcus second, as the majority had 
expected.

Anniversary of the Death of Richard 
Bromwell 


Richard Cromwell, oldest son of 
Oliver, and who, for a short time after 
his father's death, was the acknowl- 
edged Protector of England, died on 
July 13, 1712, He had lived for fif- 
ty-three years in peaceful obscurity af- 
ter giving up the government and was 
%0 years old when he died. Richard 
has frequently been condemned for 
resigning without making any great 
effort to retain his power. On the 
other hand he has been credited with 
great good sense because of this fact, 
for the spirit of the times and in which 
Charles Il was restored to the throne 
Was not such as to tolerate opposition. 
Whie Richard was never considered 
“& great man, still he has been admired 
for the dignity with which he bore 
himself after the Restoration, He 
cared not a straw for politi¢és and was 
generally of @& retiring disposition, 
There was, however, a profound sense 
of humor underlying his nature. His 
conduct in the matter of the addresses 
Which had come to him during his 
short rule, was not that of a common: 
place character, When obliged to 
leave Whitehall, he carried those doc- 
uments with him in a large hair-cov- 
ered trunk, of which he requested his 
servants to take great care. When 
asked why he was so careful of the 
old trunk he replied that it contained 
nothing less than “the lives and for- 
tunes of all the good people of Eng- 
land,’ This trunk was a standing 
joke among his friends, It is related 
that two neighbors, being introduced 
to his house, were very hospitably en- 
tertained on the ocasion of a gather- 
ing at his residence. When the com- 
pany “had become merry,” Richard 
frose, took a candle and asked all his 
suests to follow him, With bottles 
and glasses in hand the party proceed- 
ed to the garret, where, somewhat to 
the surprise of the two new guests, 
who were unaware of the history of 
the trunk, the former Protector pulled 
out the hairy trunk from a corner, 
seated himself upon it and proposed 
a toast, “Prosperity to Old England.” 
I‘ach man in succession seated himself 
upon the trunk and drank the toast, 
One of the new guests, coming last, 
porceeded to the performance, when 
Cromwell called out to him: “Now, sit 
light, for you have the lives and for- 
tunes of all the good people of Eng- 
land under you.” Later, by way of 
explanation, he took out some of the 
addresses and read them to the as- 
sembled company, amid roars of 
laughter.
